No
attempt han beon made to bulld Immenne
palncest that have three spare rooms for
every ona In use, The homes ares neat,
attractive and In good taste; Tha plots
of ground surrounding the houmes re
wall leept, with plensant arbors. daintily
trimmed gates and protty gardens. KEach
house s oceupled by a single family,

In the woods, along the banks of the
oreokk and further down the main rond
are a number of comfortable bungnlows,

There In a curiosity In the woods In
back of the ball fleld.

The Ardeniles find
their nmusement In the sume way an do
thelr Phllndelphin brethren, We have al-
ready referred to the tennis courts, the
clock-golf, and the ball nelds. The ereck
In dammed up to make n Inrge awlinming
pool, which ¥ u popular lnstitution.

There Is ofie featurs of community 1ife
which I8 very atteactive, Every evening
after stunset thoe residents, men, woman
and children, gnthor around a huge camp-
fira In a amall clearing in the wooda,
Here, after the fire hnae spent Its foree
and the burning logs are  glowing
lolsurely, stories aro told or read, anecs
doten nre exchanged and songs are sung,
In solo or In chorus, This lasts until it
Is tlme for the ohildren to go to bod,
after whilch the men lingersaround the
smouldering embera and discusas various
subjects of Interast.

The spot chosen s a very happy one
for the purpose. Tha foreat at this polit
I clenar for n space of 30 or 40 feat: tall
pina trees leave n amall opening ot the
top, through which the stara peep, and
the bank slopes down about the fire In &
semlicirele, Thie I8 only one of Arden's
many beautifal spots,
